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Continuation of 1 1 . Claims 34-41 and 55-64 remain finally rejected as set forth in the previous office action. With regard to arguments set 
forth by applicant of the rejection of claim 34, the arguments are not persuasive. The rotary 3 is positioned in a location where it is 
"capable of dislodging powder that has accumulated on the surface. For example, if powder has accumulated on the inner surface 
(nevertheless, still a surface), the rotary 3 has the capability of breaking up the mass of accumulated powder thereon upon its rotation. 
Furthermore, the rotary 3 is capable of scraping the accumulated powder in the process of breaking it up. 

With regard to applicant's arguments directed to the rejections of claims 55, 57-59, 61 and 62 not teaching or suggesting features lacking 
in the primary reference, the examiner believes Wetterlin discloses the invention and more so, since no specific arguments are directed to 
the specific references that are used to modify Wetterlin, no response to this argument can be made. 

Finally, with regard to the double patenting rejection, applicant's argue that there is no teaching or suggestion of a dislodging member that 
contacts a surface of airflow path to dislodge already accumulated powder, examiner disagrees. The inhibition of accumulation of powder, 
as stated in US 6,257,232, can effectively be said to be dislodging already accumulated powder. The dictionary defines dislodge to mean 
to force out of a secure or settled position. Surely, if accumulation of powder is inhibited, it would be forcing out the powder, which is in a 
secured or settled position by virtue of being accumulated. There are many ways something can be inhibited. If there was no force 
applied, then the powder would still remain. This certainly implies that the powder is uninhibited. 
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
